As a climax of the tragedy near Du­ 
mas. in Desha county, Tuesday after­ 
noon. w hen Sheriff W. D. Preston of 
that county and Deputy Sheriff Bar­ 
ney Stlel of this county were killed 
by the Malpass negroes, a mob this 
morning at 6 o’clock took Charles 
Malpass. Sr., father of the murderers, 
from the Dumas jail and lynched 
him 
He was strung up at the Iron 
Mountain railroad water tank. The 
lynching was a quiet affair. There 
was no shooting after the body was 
strung up. I^e Malpass, Jr.. 20 year 
old son of one of the murderers, was 
taken from the Malpass home late 
last night and shot to death by the 
POSSO. 
Sheriff Preston and Deputy Stlel, 
accompanied by other deputies, went 
to the home of Charley and Lee Mal­ 
pass, ten mile^ from Dumas. Tues­

CHICAGO. Sept. 
27.— Attorneys

The decision is regarded as a vi­ 
tal one, insofar as it involves the 
validity of thousands of marriages, 
raises the question of the legitimacy 
of many children, and places proper­ 
ty rights in jeopardy.

and talk with His Holiness, and if 
possible keep his mind from wan­ 
dering back to his native Venice. 
Anna and Maria Sarto, the aged 
sisters of the head of th e church, 
who nursed him through his recent 
illness; Angelo Sarto, his brother, a 
form er mail carrier and more re­ 
cently postm aster 
of their native 
village; the latter s son. born since 
the elevation of his illustrious un­ 
cle, and who is to be confirmed by 
his distinguished relative in 
the 
near future, and 
several nephews 
and nieces of th e pontiff, will be the 
members of the family party. It is 
hoped their presence will reconcile 
His Holiness to rem aining a close 
prisoner, because of the ethics of 
his exalted post. 
There are three sisters, members 
of a clos** religious order, who can­ 
not be called to 
aid the doctors 
without a special dispensation 
of 
the pope and this he would 
not 
grant. 
Still a sixth sister is
